Bridge 

bottleneck 

Get ready for traffic chaos this summer. 

York Region, as part of its ongoing 
infrastructure maintenance program, will 
be carrying out repairs on the Holland River 
Bridge, that connects Bridge St. and Simcoe 
County with York Region. 

A routine inspection of the bridge "revealed 

York Region Senior Manager David Atkins 
told Bradford West Gwillimbury Council 
on Tuesday night - including removal of 
the asphalt deck, to replace the waterproof 
membrane that lies between the roadway 
and the underlying concrete; repaving; and 
replacement of 10 of the 70 wooden piles that 
support the structure. 

Other repairs will include “more minor 
pieces of work,” Atkins said - including 
patching cracks in the concrete, replacing 
expansion joint seals, cleaning and painting 
girder ends, and replacing guard rails. The 
work will also include the replacement of 6 
aging heritage-style light standards, that were 
put in place by the Town of BWG. 

Bottom line, it means that for approximately 
2 months, traffic over the bridge will be limited 
to 2 lanes - one in either direction. 

Fortunately, said Atkins, “The bridge is 
wide enough that we can maintain two 
lanes of traffic at all times.” Work will begin 
on the Southbound side of the bridge; once 
completed, the northbound side will be closed 
to traffic. 

The reduction to 2 lanes has raised some 
safety concerns. As a result, said Atkins, “We 
need to prohibit left turns from Canal Road 
and Toll Road,” onto Yonge St 
New signage, advising of the bridge work 
and the ban on left turns, will be posted on 
Simcoe Road, Canal Road, Graham Sideroad 
and Pumphouse Rd., he said, and emergency 
responders and school boards will be notified. 
“No left turn onto Yonge? That’s tough,” said 
Councillor Carl Hordyk. “Do you have any
